letter from the Klondike, written by 
Will H. Ballon, a Massachusetts boy 
who has a number of acquaintances in 
this cicy. Part of the letter runs as fol- 
io ws: 


BAJXi'ART CITY, AIASK\, June 10. 


This is my first letter to you since 


last December. 
After writing at that 


time and not having received any mail 
since the boats stopped, I gave up all 
hopes of either receiving your letters or 
getting any oat before the river opened 
this spring; therefore I quit writing. 


We have had some very cold weather; 


at one time the thermometer went as 
low as 72 below zero and for weeks to- 
gether we had it 50 and more below. 
We have had to be on our guard and 
keep our hands and feet warm, for they 
are very easily frost bitten in such 
weather. It is a common thing upon 
meeting a man to call his attention to a 
frozen nose or cheek flhich he had not 
noticed before. 


Ftom Nov. 10th to Feb. llth we nev 


er saw the sun and to do so thon we 
were obliged to climb the divide, and 
we did not get the sunlight in at our 
cibin windows umil a month later. 
The shortest days were about 
four 


hours long but grew longer fast when 
thoy got started, and in the latlcr part 
of March we were getting longer days 
thau you; it was about this time that 
the thermometer took a jump from 30 
below to 3"> above and continued to 
grow warmer; from that thus until now 
we have had the most delightful ^spring 
weather that I ever saw. The coldest 
day this winter was 72 balow. At the 
present writing the sun sets about ten 
o'clock and is up again at two; mid- 
night is a very light twilight withabr'1- 
liant red northern sky. 


Scurvy has been quite prev^ent here 


during the latter part ot the winter and 
the hospital has been so crowded that 
L<mt. Bell opened up a free hospital 
with the army doctor in charge to help 
them out. 
Tne majority of the cases 


were probably scurvy, f'though a large 
pait were ,,of every description. The 
greatest number of fatals is from heait 
disease, this climate being especially 
hard on people whose hearts a^a affect- 
ed. Our [grave jard, whidh had one 
tenant last fall, is now a good sized re- 
p actable one. 


We have had one suicide and sevea 


frozen to death. 
One party of two 


started from here over the Dahl Eiver 
trail to the Kuyukuk district and were 
found dead sitting on their sled ia a 
very natural position. Three more who 
started over the same trail were sup- 
posed to have been fiozen to death in 
their tent and then eatea up by the 
wolves, only a few bones being found; 
one of the three was an eastern boy by 
the name of Hardy from Providence, E. 
I. Another man was frozen while on 
the trail to Bear Creek only a short dis- 
tance down the river; he showed evi- 
dence of having succumbed to the fataj; 
sleep only after a hard struggle. 
And 


another man by the name of Hickey, 
who started to prospect in the Tanana 
Hills, got lost and when found by his 
friends was away over near Tanana 
river In an Indian's hut and badly frost 
bitten; they came back and took the 
army doctor over to amputate both legs 
but he died before the operation was 
completed. 
Besides 
these fatalitiee 


there were a great many who came in 
with frost bitten hands or feet which 
had to be taken off. 


Ol a population of two or three 


thousand, only a very small percent of 
the population ol this camp have 
washed up any gold to show for their 
winter's work and now hundred's of 
them are getting out of the country 
thoroughly disgusted; these, together 
with those who wenl.last fall, after stay- 
ing less than a week, will no doubt give 
this country "a black oye" if they have 
not already, but with my short exper- 
ience in the country I think it is all 
right for the light class of people and 
those are the hard working, hustling 
men. There are too many kid gloved, 
or as we call them, '-lead pencil" min- 
ers here now and the sooner they get 
"cold feet" and out^of the country the 
better for oil concerned. 
As for my 


self, I shall stay by it for auother year 
unless we get offered a good round fig- 
ure for our claims, the possibility of 
which is slender, as wo hear that there 
are very few people and vary little 
money coming in tbii spring,

The in- 
habitants pet and coddle them, smooth 
don*n their plumage, clean their combs, 
or poll out their tail-feathers to make 
them tight, to their hearts content, and 
it is a tact that these cackling glass 
eaters really seem to show affection 
for their proprietors in as great meas- 
ure as they exhibit hatred for their 
brothers. Kvery native has his lighting 
cock, which i<t reined with the great- 
est care until he has shown sufficient 
prowess to entitle him to au entrance 
into the cockpit. In case of lire, the 
rooster is the first thing rescued and 
removed to a place of safety, for bab- 
ies—common luxuries in the Philip 
pines—are a secondary consideration 
and more easily duplicated than the 
feathered biped. 


It is almost impossible to walk along 


any street iu the suburban part of th< 
townwithout seeing dozens of natives 
trudging along with roosters under 
their arms, which are beiug talked to 
and petted to distraction. 
At every 


other little roadside hut an impromptu 
(tattle Avill be goiug on between two 
birds of equal or unequal merit, the 
two proprietors holding their respect- 
ive roosters by tb.fi tails in order that 
they may not come into too close quar- 
ters. The cock-pits, where gatherings 
are held on Thursdays and Sundays, 
are large- inclosures covered with a 
roof of thatch sewed into a framework, 
of bamboo: they are open on all sides, 
and banked up with tiers of rude seats 
that surround a sawdust ring in the 
centre. Outside the gates of the flimsy 
structure sit a motly crowd of women, 
young and old selling eatables whose 
dark, greasy texture beggars descrip- 
tion, while here and there in the open 
spaces a couple of natives will be giv- 
ing their respective roosters a sort of 
preliminary trial with each other. As 
the show goes on inside, shouts and 
applause resound at every opportunity 
and nt the close of the performance a 
mult'ttulf of two-wbeeled gigs carry off 
the victors with their spoils. \\ hile the 
losers trudge home through the dust 
on foot.

ed that MO useful a device as the 
simple chopsticks vould have secured 
a footing. These >wo sticks, held iu 
one hand, aud ki own In China as 
"hasteuersor uiinb elads,"ar? certain- 
ly the most useful the most econom- 
ical and the most efficient .device for 
their purpose ever Invented by man. 
Throughout that vj st Asia region, em- 
bracing a populat on of 000,000.000. 
the chopstlck is u: ed as a substitute 
for fork, tongs an I certain forms of 
tweezers. Eveu iif>i. omelet and cake 
are separated with the chopsticks, and 
the cook, the street scavenger and the 
watch repairer use this device in the 
form of iron, kug bamboo and deli- 
cate ivory. 


The bamboo chopstick was known 


in China 1000 B. C . and shortly after 
this date the ivory form was devised. 
Their use is one of great antiquity in 
Jauau, as attested by references to it 
in the ancient rewds of that country. 
One may search in vain for the trace 
of any object in the nature of a chop- 
stick in Central of South America. 
Knitting needles of wood are found in 
the work basketa associated 
with 


ancient Peruvian mummies, but the 
chopstick has not been i found. Cur- 
ious pottery rests for the chopsticks 
are exhumed iu Jfpau, but even this 
enduring testimony of its early use 
is yet to be revealed in this country.

tails of the loss of many ships in th« 
vicinity of Cape I-latteras continue to' 
be learned. The survivors now here,( 
who at first were too much excited to 
talk coherently, are now able to te.ll" 
of the peril they passed through when: 
tuelr vessels went ashore. \ / 


When the barkeutiue Pijfecllla was 


being driven before the ImriVcaxw luto 
the breakers, the mate, whosk mother, 
the wife of Capt. Spriugstetvn, was 
aboard, attempted to save liVr, and 
With her upou bla bacji pluugi\d Into 
the breakers. Just before the unate 
Jumped he shouted to the captaim that 
he would take care of his rnothtA" or 
die with her. They died together *nd 
their bodies, which came ashore lafvr, 
were burled there. Another son of 
Capt. Springsteen, a boy of 14, and A 
companion of his, Vitzhugh Lee (Jolds-1 
borough, attempting to swim ashore, 
were drowned. 


Capt. Oscar Wessel and four of the 


crew of the aehooner Aaron Kippard, 
the lirst of the vessels to go ashore, 
were drowned and their bodies alwo 
were burled near the scene of tho 
wreck. The schooners Aaron Ilipparcl, 
Minnie Bergen, Florence Randall and 
Kobert W. Daaey, Lightship 69 and 
the barken tine Prlscllla went ashore as 
well as others whose names have not 
been learned with certainty. 


The cotton, wlnu. nun and all sorts 


of wreckage coming ashore on the 
beauh are believed to indicate that a 
steamship has foundered at HCII, and 
there la a rumor ibat a British steain- 
shlp Is ashore and Is going to pieces 
near New Inlet, rapt. Henry Sey- 
mour, manager of the Merrltt Wreck- 
Ing Company, who lias Investigated 
these stories, declares that he is per- 
tain that no steamship Is on the beach, 
although ho says that the wreckage 
Indicates thnt one has foundered at 
sea or had thrown her deck loud over- 
board to lighten slilj).

Albany, Aug. 24.—Much Interest ha» 


been taken in Htate ed-jcatlonal circles 
over the outcome of the stilt brought 
by Mrs. Caroline Cisco, a colored wo- 
man of Patchoguc, L. I., asking for a 
peremptory writ of nwclauaus to com- 
pel the School Board of Queens County 
to sulnilt her children to any school Iu 
the borough, irrespective of their color. 
No surprise is manifested, however, 
among tlie officials of the Public In- 
struction Department over the fact 
1hut Justice Smith denied the motion 
for a muudumus. 


In conversation the Deputy Superin- 


tendent of Public Instruction, Howard 
J. Rogers, gave the State Department's 
view of the controversy as follows. 


"This particular case lm» no special 


bearing whatever ou the public school 
policy of the State, because there Is 
nothing new in the deciwion of Juatice 
Smith. It simply follows out all pre- 
cedents. The Consolidated School law 
of 1894 re-enacted former statutes oa 
tlif question. These statutes permit 
iKW'ds of education in cities, villages 
and* JinJon free school districts to os- 
tnblivh separate schools for colored 
chlldwpn whenever, in tliolr Judgment, 
it is advisable to do so. In other 
words, .til the provisions of the school 
law ami compulsory education law are 
met when hoards of education furnish 
ample accommodations for all children 
in tho district. But the power resides 
in the board of education 1o determine 
what portion of the inhabitants shall 
attend special schools. If schools for 
colored children are established separ- 
ately thev must be equal iu equipment 
and teaching force to other schools In 
the community."

Hepublicaus of a change of the rules. 
«o as to Increase the power of a. ma- 
jority on the floor of the House is >ir. 
Hepburn, of Iowa. He tried without 
success to secure such -i change during 
the incumbency of Mr. Reed. It has 
been thought by some that the selec- 
tion of his friend, Gen. Henderson, to 
be Speaker might dispose him to aban- 
don the project, but this Is not the 
case, and ttie fact that he is close to 
Gen. 
Henderson, and had charge of 


his canvass for the Speakers-hip, is ac- 
cepted as Indicative of Ilie latter's wil- 
lingness that the change should be 
made.

The plan agreed upou contemplates 


the abandonment of the present Com- 
mittee on Rules, of which the Speaker 
of the House is chaiimau, and which 
is controlled by him, and the substftu- 
tlou In its stead of a new committee, 
consisting of seven members to be 
chosen by the majority of the House, 
and to which the Speaker shall not 
be eligible for membership. Tfils com- 
mittee is to be composed entirely of 
members of the majority party and 
will have charge of the forms of pro- 
cedure. 
A very Important proposed change 


In the rules relates to the recognition 
of members claiming the floor. For 
the past several Congresses it has been 
entirely optional with the Speaker to 
recognize or to ref Ube to recognize any 
member seeking to take the floor. 
During and prior to the Forty-sixth 
Congress the rules required the Speak- 
er to recognize the member llrst claim- 
ing the floor, or In case of two or more 
members claiming the floor at the 
same time the Speaker could recognize

Rennes, Aug. 24.—The third session 


of the third week of the second trial by 
court martial of Captain Alfred Drey- 
fus on the charge of treason began at 
the Lycee at half-past six. 


Maitre and Mme, L'aborl were pres- 
ent. 


The session opened with the testi- 


mony of minor witnesses, Roy and 
Dtirblenl. 
The latter deposed that 


Dieyfus, while with the General's staff, 
could have had access to documents 
unperceived during certain Uours of 
the day. 


Dreyfus, when lie arose to reply to 


this witness, spoke in a quiet, convinc- 
ing voice, denying that he had any re- 
lations with a German Attache, Mili- 
tary or Civil. 


M. Labori finished with M. Durbleul 


by asking for the production of his rec- 
ord in the Law Court, which counsel 
hinted was discreditable . 


The prisoner was very Indignant dur- 


ing M. Durbleul's deposition and once 
tried to JnternoBC, .but the President of 
the Court, Col. .Tduaust waived him 
down, telling him he might reply when 
M. Durbieul had finished, which he did 
as the witness uttered his concluding 
words, requesting an iuquiry, saying: 


"Because It must be known here who 


Is lying and who is speaking the 
truth/' 


The statement of the prisoner caused 


a deep impression. 


The next witness. Captain Valdant, 


testified to seeing Maitre Labori In Col- 
TMcquart's ofliee nt the beginning of 
1800, 
and Capt. Le Kond, of the Artil- 


lery, who followed him, spoke of the 
notorious Ignorance of Bsterhazy In ar- 
tillery matters, and saying that, thus, 
the latler could not have divulged what 
was promised In tlie bordereau. 


Kstei'hazy was called as the next wit- 


ness, but there was no response, so the 
Court ordered the reading of the evi- 
dence as given before the Court of Cas- 
sation. 


When Esterhnzy's deposition had 


been finished M. Labori asked that Es 
terhnzy's letters to the President of tlie 
Republic be read, iu which Esterhazy 
is mild to have threatened, if the SCITJI 
<lnl continued, that his sovereign, the 
Emperor, would intervene. 


Gen. 
Oonse here asked to be allowed 


to reipond to F.storhazy's testimony, 
as given before Ihe Court of Cassation, ' 
nnd declared in a loud voice that Kster- 
linzy's testimony, as given before the 
Court of Cassation was an absolute He. 
The Oenernl traversed Esterhafey's evi- 
dence, contradicting statement after 
statement, and declaring Esteuhazy 
could only have had relations with 
Malor ilu Pnty de Clam and the late 
Lieut-Col. Henry. The General abso- 
lutely denied having had any relation 
•with him. 
1 fueling counsel then submitted to 


General Gonse a number of searching 
ouostlons on Estcrlmzy's relations with 
the General Staff. 
The General, however, wns much rtis- 


very excited, especially when he nnked 
if there was not an intrigue in favor 
of Esterhazy, and if he did not take 
part in It. 


•'It if false! It is false!" shouted the 


General, nnd, from his manner, one 
•would imagine he spoke sincerely, un- 
less he is a fine actor. 


The eneral, however, was visibly dis- 


concerted at several of M. Labori's 
questions. The witness's voice grew 
so faint that it was scarcely audible. 


Finally counsel asked why Esterhazy 


•was not'arrested after the inquiry, and 
Gen. Gonse replied: "Because Gen. 
Saussier deemed It proper to leave him 
at liberty." 
"Yes," retorted M. Labori, "but Gen. 


Saussier must have been deceived by 
the General Staff." 
This abrupt declaration, accompanied 


by an expressive gesture, was in coun- 
sel's best stylo and caused a sensation 
In court, amid which the General re- 
turned to his seat looking very ill at 


CJISG. 
Major Gendron was recalled after 


Gen. 
Gonse and supported the latters 


statements. 


,Gcn. Deboisdeffre then jumped to 
his feet anil denied in the most formal 
manner Ksterhazy's statements, add- 
ing that had he been present he would 
have "given him the He with all tne 
contempt he deserves.'

•Washington, Aug. 24.—According to 
recent advices received at the War De- 
partment, the experiment of enlisting 
natives of the West Indies into the 
American army has proved fairly suc- 
cessful in tho case of the Porto Bican 
battalion of United States volunteers, 
•which completed its organization a few 
•weeks ago. This battalion is com- 
manded by Major L. P. Davidson, and 
is the only one of its kind in the army.

The Rockies' First Toll Gate. 


The first toll gate ever built out in 


the Rocky Mountains was on the fa- 
mous i Raton Pass, near where the old 
Sante Fe trail crossed from Colorado 
into New Mexico, and as one might ex- 
pect it waa a very unpopular institu- 
tion. The trail over the paes was built 
by Klchens Lacy Wooton, an eccentric 
Virginian, who went into the Indian 
country In 1836 and became one of the 
most famous and influential of fron- 
tiersmen. He was familiarly known 
as "Uncle Dick" Wooton from one end 
of the Santa Fe trail to the other. He 
was a great favorite among the In- 
dians and was very influential among 
the whites, says the Chicago Record. 
lie had many remarkable adventures 
and narrow escapes. 


The Raton Paes, through which the 


old Santa Fe trail ran, waa the worst 
part of the journey. It was difficult 
for any wheeled vehicle to get over 
that narrow, rook-ribbed barrier. Un- 
c,le Dick went 
to Colorado and New 


Mexico and got charters from the leg- 
islatures for a toll road, which he built 
and attempted to operate in 1866. Such 
a thing as a toll road was then un- 
known west of the Mississippi River, 
and after 
the difficult 
work of con- 


struction, cutting out hillsides, blast- 
ing away ledges of rock and building 
bridges over the gorges. Uncle Dick 
found that his trouble was only just 
begun. 
The stage company and the 


military authorities and the caravan* 
of freight for Santa Fe appreciated the 
advantage of a good road over those 
rough mountains, and were willing to 
pay toll to maintain it, but the Mexi- 
cans and the Indians could not com- 
prehend tho necessity of paying for 
the privilege of travelling, and Uncle 
Dick bad some very interesting ex- 
periences running his toll gate. 


"There was often an honest differ- 


ence of opinion," Uncle Dick said, "be- 
tween the man who kept the toll gate 
and 
the 
man who wanted to get 


through it. Such differences had to be 
adjusted. Sometimes they were ad- 
justed by diplomacy and sometimes by 
a 
gun. They 
were always settled, 


however, in one way, and that was in 
accordance with >the regular schedule 
of rates, and I was never guilty of dis- 
crimination." 


Uncle Ditk lived 
to see railway 


trains running over his trail on the 
Santa Fe road, and the chief engineer 
of that company honored him by nam- 
ing the largest freight engine that was 
ever 
built up to that time. 
"Uncle 


Dick." He wae blind during the last 
years of his life and used to sit on the 
porch of his house and tell stories.

The Kansas Sc.i Lizard. 


Tlie big sea lizard dug out of Kansas 


chalk two years ago has been mounted 
at tlie American Museum of Natural 
llistoi'y. and i.s now on exhibition. Tlie 
skeleton, chestnut colored. Is mounted 
upon a plaster panel twncty-Hve feet 
long. Every bone lies in the original 
chulk In which it was deposited. Mr. 
Bourne, a lawyer of Scot! City, Kan., 
discovered the skeleton while hunting 
for fossils in the Bad Lands of the 
Smoky Hill Uiver in western '•"ansas. 
The tail stuck out of the side of a 
chalky gulley. . The skeleton was cut 
out in a ddisen or fifteen chunks of 
chalk, which were shipped to the mus- 
eum. 
Here the successive slabs were 


developed with <lelk-ate instruments, 
and it was found Unit nu entire moso- 
sanr was imbedded, fioni tlie tip of the 
long pointed snout to the tip of the 
tall. 
It was sliglitlv less than thirty 


feet iu length, and he't.nged to the larg- 
est anl most powerful type of sea liz- 
ards which ravaged the great Ameri- 
can Mediterranean Sea in the chalk 
period. 


The animal lies exactly as it perished 


upon its ventral surface, with "ihe fore 
and hind paddles outstretched and tlie 
backbone thrown into an S-shaped 
curve. The tip of the tail is missing. 
The skull is four feet lonsr and the 
hind paddle three and a hair. It is 
estimated that the girth of the body 
behind the fore paddies was nine feet. 
The jaws are armed with powerful 
teeth 
The neck I

the abdominal line and supporting ten 
of the anterior ribs, were all well pre- 
served. This renders possible a com- 
plete restoration of the chest region. 
Upon this turns the much-debated sci- 
entific question whether these animals 
are sea-serpents or sea lizards.

10,000 tons have been taken out in 
three seasons. The best variety

known as the "niggerhead." A good 
many of the clam shells are 
sent 


abroad. 


The shells are sawed by hard-tem- 


pered steel saws,, which cut out little 
disks. These are polished by rubbing 
against each other in a sort of churn, 
which is kept revolving for three days. 
Drilling the eyes and sewing the but- 
tons on cards is done by young girls. 
There are fifty mussel-shell button fac- 
tories along the Mississippi.

If present advices arc correct an- 


other important industry, that of date 
growing, hns been inaugurated in this 
country. 
Through .the efforts of our 


Agricultural Department the date tree 
of Algiers has been successfully trans- 
planted and successfully acclimated in 
AriKona. and the beginning of another 
profitable industry has thus been made. 
It is predicted that in a fow years 
American orebards will supply the en- 
tire home demand for dates. It would 
seem that not only Arizona, bul New 
Mexico, the "staked plain" region of 
Texas, and considerable patches in 
California and the Jndian Teritory af- 
ford tho peculiar conditions of soil and 
climate necessary for the date. It does 
not appear to thrive in regions where 
tho humidity is so great as in our Gulf 
States. A single tree yields from 100 
to 400 pounds of dates per annum.
